‘The Soviet Union Would Be Destroyed 
Gruenthers Warning to Russia

PARIS (OFNS). — 
R. Bulganin's veiled threat 
that the Russians might 
use rochets against Britain and 
France has provoked a stern 
reminder from General Alfred 
Gruenther, retiring Supreme 
Commander of the Allied For- 
ces in Europe, that Nato is 
still a going concern and, 
should the Russians attack 
the Western Alliance, would 
not hesitate to use atomic and 
hydrogen bombs to destroy 
mem 

The General used his swan- 
song as Commander-in-Chief, 
before retiring to become 
President of the American 
Red Cross, to call what 
military leaders here believe 
to be Mr. Bulganin’s bluff. 
The Soviet leader in a mes- 
sage to Paris and London a 
fortnight ago had demanded 
immediate Anglo-British with- 
drawal from Egypt and had 
reminded: the two Powers of 
their extreme vulnerability to 
attack from Soviet rockets. 
General Gruenther at his fare- 
well Press conference made no 
explicit reference to this me- 
nace, but his allusion to the 
fact that the use of rockets 
“would not destroy Nato's ca- 
pacity to retaliate” was un- 
derstood at once by all his 
listeners to mean that he was 
answering Bulganin in his 
own language. 

Choosing his words careful- 
ly the General said: “Just as 
night follows day our capacity 
for retaliation would be used 
and the Soviet Union would 
be destroyed.” He admitted 
this would be cold comfort to 
the victims of the rockets, but 
he said that at this time 
whilst “threats and blackmail 
are being employed,” it was 


necessary for the Allies to re-
